reeling Apple Trees. 

Mr. Seao^j: Itap(>ears tliat a new practiee 
is coining into vogue in regard to peeling aji- 


Mr. Editor ;—The majority of the la, m- 
ers of Maine are highly '' "‘I ^ 

on their own premises a .material so easily 
converted into manure as is found m our 
swamps, hogs, atnl low lands. 1 Iicse beds 
of vegetable remains, as all probably are 
aware,'contain fertilizing matters in great 
abiiiidanc'e ; and to those whose farms are not 
so productive as may be desired, they are 
actually worth more than money at interest. 

During the month of August, and the early" 
part of September, which i.s usually the dry 
est part of the yi ar, a portion of the time 
can be employed to good advantage in col¬ 
lecting atid conveying to tlie manure shed, 
or barn cellar, a liberal qttatttity of peat atid 
nuick, to he ipade into manttre' by mixing it 


I pie trees—old decaying aiul barren trees are 
I striped made to blossom and bring forth tfiiit, 
—the bark is removed entirely from the body 
(.Tnd I sittipose may from tiie albiimuni, and 
the old withered tree with its now' garment 
stands forth in life with new vigor and im¬ 
proved appearatice. About a year Bincij 1 
tried the experitnent on a tree probalitv not 
less than half a century old, and to my knowl¬ 
edge and others oldertlinii myself ne’ver pro¬ 
duced an apjile—it coated over immediately 


thoroughly wiili such substances as will nu- 
tialize its acidity and impart to it addition¬ 
al (jiialities to promote the growth of platits. 

Jn regard to compostittg 'jnnek, there are 
such a variety of modes recommended by 
men of science, that without incuriiig the 
expense of testing them all by experiments, 
it niay not be a little difficult for one to de¬ 
termine which is best. It seems howeveiy 
if we could obtain infonnatioit tipon this 
subject from some one of known .scientific 
attainments combined with a practical knowl¬ 
edge of Agriculture, one might with full 
confidence adopt the nietliod such a one 
would recommend. Professor Mapes, of 
New Jeisey, is a scientific as well as a prac¬ 
tical farmer, and the following mode which 
he gives may be relied upon as being a good 


Prof. Mapf.s’ Mode. “ The chloride of 
lime and carbonate of soda” says he “is made 
by slaking three bushels of shell lime, hot 
from the kiln, with one bushel of common 
salt di.ssolved in wafer. Common salt be¬ 
ing composed of chlorine and soda, the lime 
combines with the chlorine, forming chloride 
of lime, which in turn receives cai lxuiic acid 
from the atmos|)here and becomes carbon¬ 
ate of soda. The mass should be turned 
over every other day for ten days, at the end 
of which time it is ready for use. Four 
bushels of this mixture thoroughly divided 
through one cord of muck, will decompose it 
perfectly in ninety d.ays in winter, and in a 
proportionately less tiiiie in .‘ainuner. When 
this muck cannot readily be procured, any 
oi-ganic matter will answer the same )iiu"- 
pose; pond-scrniiings, river mud, decayed 
leaves, or even lieatl-lands; with one twen¬ 
tieth of its bulk of stable manure or weeds 
will answer well.” 


after being peeled, with a tender and very luuid- 
soiiie bark, giving no chance for insects to se¬ 
cret lliemselves or to de|iosit their eggs, and 
has now' becoitie hardened, except where the 
alburnum w'as disturbed by the knife or fin¬ 
ger nails ill removing it,—in such places the 
wood is souiifl and and dry, apparently dead, 
its foliage did not change its hue by the op¬ 
eration, it hlo.ssoined full last spring and set 
finely W’ith little apples—-yet 1 am fearful that 
thy will all ilrop |)rematurelyas a innjorpart 
have already. I liope enough will reuiniu to 
show the quality of the fruit. Others, who 
have tried the experiment, sitcceed in obtain¬ 
ing fruit. Would the trial not lie worth ma¬ 
king by all those who have old and barren 
trees ? There is no risk about it for if the 
tree dies the loss is nothing. 

On a tree standing near the one above 
mentioned is what I call a lusxis nahirts. A 
limb grows up vertically under anotlier that 
hangs nearly horrizontally, forms a junction 
and is entirely closed round by the latter, 
heals up solid and smoothly and both liinh.s 
continued to keep on their course and extend 
their branches and hear fruit. Is this not a 
singular embrace ? How do you accoimt for 
it? If the wind moved the branches and 
caused irritation and sap flows from the rup¬ 
ture, the same wind would prevent the union 
of the limbs by keeping tlieui in motion.

Professor Mapes decomposes muck also 
by another process, which is a very econom¬ 
ical one, as by it he saves all of the liquid 
portion of his manure. It is as follows: 

“ Under the oxen, cows, &c., the earth is 
removed to the deptli of eighteen inches, 
making a space capable of holding half a 
cord of muck for an animal. This muck is 
covered at night with salt hay for bedding, 
and the liquid maiiure voided by the cattle, 
is ab-oibed by the uuck, and rajiidly de¬ 
composes it. This decomposiitiou is assist¬ 
ed by the warmth of the animal while sleep¬ 
ing upon the bedding. The solid manuic 
is removed from the bedding each morning, 
and after lieing mixed with twenty times its 
bulk is placed under cover. The muck con- 
tainining the liquid portions of the rriaimre 
is removed every four days, and is also plac¬ 
ed under cover ; after ten days the maiiui e 
heap is turned over and wetted with a weak 
solution of nitrate of soda, after which it is 
permitted to remain until sufficiently decom¬ 
posed for use —thirtii days. All the weeds 
of the farm are daily thrown into the hog¬ 
pen, and the hogs are induced to root among 
them and will keep the weeds in constant 
motion until decoinpo.sed. About once iu 
ten days the pen is emptied, and after salt¬ 
ing the weeds to prevent the possibility of 
their again germinating, they are mixed with 
twenty times their bulk of muck, and four 
bushels to the cord of sallaiid lime mixture, 
and placed under cover, where the mass 
readily heats and after twenty days is ready 
for use. # * # * “The amount of nia- 
nure 1 am enabled to make by these meth¬ 
ods, and the assistance of six oxen, three 
horses and twenty bogs, is about fifty iialf 
cords per week.” A Farmer. 


Poisoned with Strychnine. 

Mr. Seavet: Early in the spring, about 
five gun caps full of strychnine, was mixed 
with lard and rubbed upon a piece of riifnse 
meat, and left but a short dislniice from the 
ham lor the purpose of killing foxes. A 
valunhie cow belonging to a friend of mine 
lappi'd the meat with her tongue and proba¬ 
bly took nil the poison into her stomach. It 
was not very slow in its operation ; for in less 
than fifteen tiiiiiutes from the time she left 
the yard she returned in a most wofiil plight. 
All the symptoms that usually attend cases of 
poisoning, except prostration, were manifest¬ 
ed,and we did not waste triiich time in si>ec- 
ulating as to where she might have got tlie 
poison, but immediately gave her one quart 
of very strong cider vinegar, about three 
quarts of salt water, as strong as salt would 
make it, and in about thirty minutes more, 
we gave a dose of strong thoroiighwort ten. 
It was not long after these medicines were 
administered, before she hqigan to recover, 
and one week had not elapsed before she was 
ap|iarently as well as before. 

Others are, at liberty to think as they may 
nhont the medical qiinilties of salt and vine¬ 
gar; hilt, I must he allowed to believe that 
if they had not been given in this case my 
friends cow would not have lived, and if a 
similar case should occur 1 should use the 
same simple remedy.

How many school 
lessons are memorized, I’eibalim. and it re¬ 
quired, litd-a'im, withoutthe learners gaining 
tlie most distant conception of any thing but 
words or letters. .Memorizing words and 
rules, without getting notions or ide.as, is one 
of the great evils of the modern system of 
education. To avoid this evil, some have 
run into the other extreme—of not requir¬ 
ing cliildren to commit any thing to memory 
from the hook.

CUTTING GRAIN. 

Mr. Seavey: — For several years past, 

I have cut niy grain early; and I am so well 
pleased with the piTotice that I shall not only 
continue it, but shall recommend it through 
your paper, as being worthy the attention of 
those who have never tried it. The best time 
for harvesting wheat that is intended for 
grinding, is as soon as it passes from the 
doughy state, and before it becomes bal'd. 
By cutting it at this time, before the husk be¬ 
comes entirely dry the wheat will make whit¬ 
er flour and lighter bread ; and the straw will 
be of some value to chop up with hay and 
feed to cattle. Grain that remains in the 
field until it is fully ripe bermnes loose in the 
husk and a loss of considerable amount is sus¬ 
tained by its dropping off when it is removed 
from the field to the barn. 

Wheat and all other gi-ains intended for 
seed, should not be cut until they Jiave be¬ 
come fully ripe; for however well we may 
succeed for a year or two, in sowing or plant¬ 
ing unripe or immature seed, experience 
proves that if this practice is continued for 
any considerable leniith of time, a degenera¬ 
cy of seed, as well as a failure of the crop, is 
the inevitable result. It is not a bad plan to 
sow grain to raise seed uiion separate jiieces 
of ground from that on which you raise your 
crop intended for grinding, as it can then 
stand until it becomes periectly ripe. This 
mode however may souietiriies he inconven¬ 
ient for all to follow, and it w'ill be found best 
to select such piortions of the main field as 
will yield the reqtiisite amount of the best 
grain, and let it stand after tlie other .erain is ' 
cut, to become fully ripe. A Farmer. 


Mr. Editor :—The success that has at¬ 
tended the efforts of the farmers of Maine 
for a few years [lasq in growing winter 
wheat, renders it quite certain that we may 
sow it with as good prospects of obtaining 
a generous yield, as tlie people of almost 
any other section of the country. Because 
we hear of an oeeasioiial tailnre'is certainly 
no good reason wliy w e should neglect its 
cultivation through fear of losing onr la¬ 
bor. Sometimes winter wheat is sown too 
late ill the autumn to obtain a sufficiency of 
root to withstand the severity of our win¬ 
ters, ami in such case may, and iirobably will 
fail. Much wlieat is also killed by being 
sown on wet ground. Experience proves 
that it succeeds best when sown on dry land ; 
if, however, we are compelled, to sow on 
wet ground, we cannot do lietter than to 
thoroughly^ drain and subsoil it before cora- 
mitting to its bosom either of tho.se excel¬ 
lent varieties of wheat, the Poland, or Ban-
